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There are five pictures hung along the staircase in the Corridor, 
among which will be noticed Spring and Autumn, a decorative panel, 
by Dora Wheeler, and a panel on the opposite side, by Rosina 
Emmet. 

In the Library are hung works numbered from 635 to 738, and in the 
room between the Main Hall and the Library are several busts, bas- 
reliefs, and panels, numbered from 739 to 746.
